mander of the steamer Louise, a trad- 
ing vessel, which endeavored to reach 
the mouth of the Yenezi river, in com- 
pany with the Dutch Arctic expeditien 
ship Varui, it is considered that both 
•lie Varni and a vessel of the Danish 
Arctic expedition are in a dangerous po- 
sition, as they were both beset by ice 
about eighty miles from the continent. 
The Louise endeavored to assist them 
during two days, but fearing to be ulti- 
mately beset in a similar manner, she 
effected her escape September 32. The
